ROCKEFELLER AIDS 
UNIVERSITY AGAIN 


Gives Land Exceeding $2,000,- 
000 in Value to the Edu- 
cational Institution 
He Founded. 


ALL FRONTS ON MIDWAY. 


Latest Donation Makes Total 
Contribution of $5,000,000 
Within the Last 
Four Months. 


John D. Rockefeller made another prince- 
ly gift to the University of Chicago yester- 
day in land valued at over $2,000,000. The 
strip extends from Madison avenue to Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, fronting the south side 
of the Midway Plaisance. It ie his richest 
land donation to the university. 

Deeds weré filed in Chicago in the after- 
noon presenting the property to the univer- 
sity without a single condition attached. 
Some of the land was in the name of Mr. 
Rockefeller and other portions of the strip 
were held by Edward V. Cary, Mr. Rocke- 
feller's New York real estate agent. 

The price paid for the land was $1,500,000, 
according to Wallace Heckman, business 
manager of the university. He places its 
present value, however, at a “ plump $2,000,- 
000,"" a# some of it was bought four years 
ago at as cheap a figure as $187 a foot. All 
the property was bought in individual strips 
and at different times during the last four 
years. 
| The property is 200 feet deep. In the strip 
is included also two entire blocks and four- 
fifths of another block. The entire blocks 
are from Ingleside to Ellis avenue and from 
Greenwood to Woodlawn avenue. The other 
part of a block is between these two. 


Purchases Made by Agent. 

Mr. Rockefeller, it is said, conceived the 
idea five years ago.of enhancing the univer- 
sity’s campus and wealth by getting control 
of all the land on the south drive of the 
Midway, as he had thén just completed his 
purchases of the entire north side of the fa- 
mous world’s fair drive. 

His difficulties in acquiring the land on 
the north side for the university were so 
great that he resolved to make his land pur- 
chases in the future in the name of an agent. 
Edward V. Cary, unknown in Chicago, ac- 
cordingly began the work im 1908 of securing 
the property which the university’s founder 
desired. The last lot was bought two weeks 
ago, making the university’s frontage on the 
Midway solid for three-quarters of a mile. 

Mr. Rockefeller's sub rosa méthods of se- 
curing the land saved him close to $600,000. 
Some of the land was bought “ dirt cheap,” 


| according to real estate dealers ih Hyde Park. 


$5,000,000 Given in Four Months. 


This gift of land, placed above the $2,000,- 
000 mark, makes close to a total donation of 
$5,000,000 to the University of Chicago from 
its founder this year. On New Year's day 
it was announced that he had given within 
a few thousand dollars of $3,000,000. This 
is taken to mean as certain that Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s interest in the university never will 
wane. 

There are fifteen bulldings on the newly ac- 
quired land. Most of the structures are 
apartment buildings, netting much to the 
university in rent. 

Four of the Greek letter fraternities oc- 
cupy houses in the group purchased. These 
include the Delta Tau Delta house, a three 
story stone front building at 662 Sixtieth 
street; the Phi Gamma Delta house, a three 
story brick at 640 Sixtieth street; the Alpha 
Delta Phi house, a three story brick at 600 
Sixtieth street; and the Kappa Sigma house, 
a two story brick at 6026 Ellis avenue. All 
of them rent at high figures. 


Makes the Campus Complete. 

This acquirement of land now makes the 
campus of the university complete. It is 
declared all the land which the institution 
can make use of in over a generation has 
been secured. Most of the land will remain 
idle for thirty or forty years, according to 
Wallace Heckman. 

For many years, however, the late presi- 
dent William Rainey Harper outlined plans 
which would Include the employment of the 
new territory. He figured on getting this 
land for the university and went so far as 
to designate what buildings would be erected 
on the territory south of the Midway. 

It is known that he cherished a hope that 
Rush Medical college, the medical depart- 
ment of the university, would be moved from 
the west side to a position near Madison 
avenue on the south drive of the Midway. 
He planned to erect hospitals and to provide 
for the best medical school in the country. 


Strong Protest Is Abated. 

The property owners in the vicinity of 
the proposed medical buildings and hos- 
pitals made a strong protest when the plans 
of Dr. Harper leaked out, but, as it was 
learned that there was no intention of carry- 
ing out the plans in the near future, the up- 
rising simmered down. 

With the exception of the women’s quad- 
rangle, which will be erected on the vacant 
block bounded by Woodlawn and Kimbark 
avenues and Fifty-eighth and Fifty-ninth 
streets, all the new departments of the uni- 
versity will be bullt on the south side of the 
Midway. 

It was stated by Wallace Heckman that 
the new engineering school, the new scien- 
tific schools, and probably all the new 
schools which the university will add to 
its already large family will be built on the 
newly acquired territory. 

It is the plan of the university authorities 
to let most of the vacant property rémain 
idle for the present. Some of the land will 
be turned over to the department of physical 
culture for athletic purposes. It is planned 
to grade the block bounded by Sixtieth and 
Sixty-firsts streets and Lexington and Green- 
wood avenues for a second athletic field at 
once, 

Marshall field, where the football] gridiron 
and the running track now are, willbe re- 
tained for these purposes, but it is expected 
the university will build a new baseball 
diamond on the new gréund. Tennis and the 
minor sports, including soccer football, class 
games, etc., will have their home here also. 


Transfers Property to Son.

“LID” NOT OFF IN CHICAGO, 


Mayor Busse Makes It Plain That 
Gamblers Will Have to Go. 


SURPRISE TO ALD. COUGHLIN. 


Statesman Rebuffed When He Protests 
Against Judge Going. 


There will be no “ wide open town” in 
Chicago during the next four years. Mayor 
Busse made that fact plain yesterday, and 
in doing so administered a severe “jolt” 
to Ald. Coughlin and some of his friends. A 
large number of persona who have been mak- 
ing a living by various devices outside the 
law thought they could go on in the same 
old way. They were full of the idea that 
Mayor Busse would not interfere with them. 
Yesterday they learned their mistake. 

Mayor Busse declared himself explicitly. 
He said he would not permit gambling in 
Chicago, whether it was in the form of 
poolrooms or handbooks, and took occasion 
to back up his words by deeds. He cleared 
the moral situation In Chicago materially 
in a few minutes. The announcement from 
the mayor's office differed from some that 
have been made by former heads of the city 
government. It is an old story to have a 
mayor say he would not allow this or that, 
but this time the executive’s auditors recog- 
nized that what Mayor Busse said he meant. 


Coughlin Meets a Surprise. 

It was an interesting quarter of an hour 
that Ald. Coughlin had in Mayor Busse’s 
office. He went in to intercede for some 
constituents of his who recently were fined 
heavily for conducting a poolroom. He was 
made to understand that Mayor Busse, and 
not Ald, Coughlin, was handling police mat- 
ters in the First ward of Chicago. 

In this ward especially there are a number 


of people who live by means outside of the, | 


law, and who had been told, whether by 
Ald. Coughlin or not is not known, that 
when Busse was elected mayor théy could 
keep on without any fear of molestation. 
The immediate result of this was the arrest 
of a set of Coughlin constituents, headed by 
Martin Brown, In the Temple Court build- 
ing, for keeping a poolroom, and the impo- 
sition of fines ranging from $600 down. It 
was as ere mental shock to the alderman, 
and he went In to see about It. 


Says Gamblers Must Go. 

“I simply told the alderman,” said the 
mayor afterward, ‘that he would have to 
notify certain friends of his in the First ward 
that hereafter the poolrooms, bookmakers, 
and gamblers will have to go out of business. 

“ We can't stop the places from opening, 
but we can close them up after they are 
opened, and that is what willbeddéne, Judge 
Going has demonstrated that heavy fines are 
effective In putting these places out of busi- 
ness, as with a repetition of the fines there 
is no profit in the game.” 

The story went around that It all meant 
that Ald. Coughlin and Kenna were to be 
deposed frem their political leadership in 
the ward by taking away from them the 
power they have exercised for so long. The 
mayor, however, denied there was any pol- 
itics in the matter at all, saying it simply 
meant that police orders must be obeyed. 


Tonight’s Boxing Last Till] Fall. 

The advertised boxing match at the Chi- 
cago Athletic association will be allowed to 
take place this evening. Mayor Busse an- 
nounced, however, that it would be the last 
one until fall.anyhow, and perhaps longer 
than that.

There are a lot of other 
things more important to the citizens than 
boxing which will have to be passed on first.” 


League Roused by Boxing 

In the meantime the Chicago Law and Or- 
der league has interested itself in the boxing 
game. President Arthur Burrage Farwell 
last evening sent out this letter to its mem- 
bers and those of the societies affiliated 
with it: 

“An attempt is being made to induce the 
city authorities to allow ‘ boxing matches.’ 

“ Chicago has managed to exist for several 
years without this kind of ‘sport.’ The 
writer was informed yesterday by a mem- 
ber of an athletic club that he was much op- 
posed to these ‘boxing matches,’ as they 
mean in many cases simply prize fighting. 

“This league has been appealed to by the 
president of one of the organizations fed- 
erated with us to call the attention of the 
league to this question. 

“ Will you, as soon as possible, please take 
action in this matter and convey the result of 
your action to Mayor Busse, the press, and 


the writer.” 


NINE FIREMEN OVERCOME 
IN PACKING HOUSE BLAZE. 


Hammond Company’s Beefhouse at 
Stockyards Damaged $10,000 by 
an Early Morning Fire. 


While they were fighting a fire at 2 o'clock 
thid morning in the stockyards, nine fire- 
men were overcome by smoke and suffered 
severely. One is in a serious condition and 
was taken to a hospital. 

The fire was in the hide cellars under the 
big beefhouse of the Hammond Packing 
company, at Forty-fifth and Aberdeen ; 
streets. The loss was estimated at $10,000. 

The first firemen to reach the blaze were 
members of company 53 im Packers avenue. 
Capt. John Hagle led his men into the build- 
ing and the smoke and saltpeter fumes al- 
most stifled them. The men thus overcome 
were Capt. John Hagle, James Hughes, Otte 
Miller, L. Owens, and Joseph Schimansky. 

When company 59 arrived its members 
realized the peril of the five men and Capt. 
Peter Downey, with Peter Kiehl, J. 5. Foster, 
and Michael Regan, rushed in to the rescue, 
They were able to drag out the ‘five uncon- 
scious firemen, but were themselves almost 
overcome when they reached the air. 

Capt. Hagle was in the most serious condl- 
tion and was taken to a hospital in a police 


ambulance.

Louis were tied hand and foot to trees on 
the college campus and left to their thoughts 
until 2 o’clock this afternoon, when they were 
released.

The Rev. Edmund Brueggemann 
Becomes Demented in El Paso. 


FRIENDS WIRE TO GOVERNOR 


Minister on Vacation Trip Sends 
Strange Message to Wife. 


“T am exiled or condemned to death.” 

In a sudden fit of insanity the Rev. Ed- 
mund Brueggemann, pastor of Grace Evan- 
gelical Lutheran church, 2748 South Fortieth 
avenue, sent this telegram to his wife yes- 
terday from El Paso, Tex., bringing con- 
sternation to his relatives and friends. 

Gov. Deneen was appealed to at once, in 
the belief that the clergyman in some man- 
ner has fallen foul of the law in Texas and 
was about to be dealt with under some form 
of lynch law. 

After a day spent im bombarding the au- 
thorities at El Paso and Gov. Campbell of 
Texas with telegrams it was learned that 
Mr. Brueggemann was in the custody of the 
police, not on a criminal charge, but on ac- 
count of his having been found wandering 
about the El Paso union depot, apparently 


demented. 
Has Delusion of Persecution. 

Mr. Bruggemann left Chicago on Monday, 
intending to take a/vacation trip to Mexico 
City at the expense of a Chicago newspa- 
per. The first intimation that anything was 
wrong was in a telegram received Thursday 
night by Gustav Eberhardt, superintendent 
of the school connected with Grace church. 
The message was of so extraordinary a na- 
ture that Mr. Eberhardt believed he was the 
victim of a practical joke and he took no ac- 
tion, The telegram read as follows: 

Nearing El Paso I saw the whole scheme. They 
b have trapped me and are following, intending to 


kill me. Tell my wife. 
BRUEGGEMANN. 


The next morning Mrs. Bruggemann re- 
ceived her telegram, and, terrified by its im- 
port, she wired to Springfield to Representa- 
tive Charles Schumacher, who belongs to her 
husband’s congregation. Mr. Schumacher 
put the telegram before Gov. Deneen, who 
telegraphed to Gov. Campbell and asked him 
for the facts in the case. In the meantime 
the elders of the church met and telegraphed 
to the authorities at El Paso and also ap- 
pointed a committee to go to their pastor's 


assistance. 
Brain Affected by Overwork. 

It was not until a late hour at night that Dr. 
Brueggemann’s unfortunate condition was 
discovered. The clergyman has been suffer- 
ing for some time from the effects of over- 
work. The abnormally hot weather which he 
experienced during his trip through Texas 
proved too much for him, and his brain be- 
came affected. 

On his arrival in Bl Paso Thursday after- 
noon he was observed to be acting in a 
strange manner, as if attempting to elude 
some one. Later he disappeared, and where 
he passed the night fs not known. He board- 
ed the Mexican Central train yesterday morn- 
ing en route for Mexico City, but In the aft- 
ernoon he reappeared in El Paso and said he 
had come back to make a living for his wife 
and two children.

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PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S ADDRESS 
AT OPENING OF JAMESTOWN FAIR. 


ORFOLK, Va., April 26.—Following is 
the address of President Roosevelt at 
the dedication of the Jamestown ex- 
position today: 

“ At the outset I wish to say a word of spe- 
cial greeting to the representatives of the 
have come to assist us in celebrating what 
have come to assist us in clebrating what 
was in truth the birthday of this nation, for 
it was here that the colonists first settled, 
whose incoming, whose growth from their 
own loins, and by the addition of newcomers 
from abroad, was to make the people which 
169 years later assumed the solemn responsi- 
bilities and weighty duties of complete inde- 
pendence. 

“In welcoming all of you I must say a spe- 
ciai word, first to the representative of the 
people of Great Britain andIreland. The fact 
that so many of our people, of whom as it 
happens I myself am one, have but a small 
portion of English blood in our veins, in no 
way alters the other fact that this nation 
was founded by Englishmen, by the Cavalier 
and the Puritan. Their tongue, faw, Ntera- 
ture, the fund of thefr common thought, made 
an inheritance which all of us share, and 
marked deep the lines along which we have 
developed. It was the men of English stock 
who did most in casting the mold inte which 
our national character was run. 


Greetings to Europeans. 

** Let me furthermore greetall of you, the 
representatives of the people of continental 
Europe. From almost every nation of Bu- 
rope we have drawn some part of our blood, 
some part of our traits. This mixture of 
blood has gone on from the beginning, and 
with it has gone on a kind of development 
unexampled among peoples of the stocks 
from which we spring; and hence today we 
differ sharply from, and yet in some ways 
are fundamentally akin to, all of the nations 
of Europe. 

* Again, let me bid you welcome, represen- 
tatives of our sister republics of this conti- 
nent. In the larger aspect your interests 
and ours are identical. Your problems and 
ours are in large part the same; and ag we 
on the part of this nation the heartiest 
friendship and good will. 

*“ Finally, let me say a special word of 
greeting to those representatives of the 
Asiatic nations who make up that newest 
east which is yet the most ancient east, the 
east of time immemorial. In particular, let 
me express a word of hearty welcome to the 
representative of the mighty island empire 
of Japan; that empire which, in learning from 
the west, has shown that ft had so much, so 
very much, to teach the west in return. 


Beginning of the Nation. 

“ We have met today to celebrate the open- 
ing of the exposition which itself commemo- 
rates the first permanent settlement of men 
of our stock in Virginia, the first beginning 
of what has since become this mighty repub- 
lic. Three hundred years ago a handful of 
English adventurers, who had crossed the 
ocean in what we should now call cockle- 
boats, as clumsy as they were frail, landed 
in the great wooded wilderness, the Indian 
haunted waste, which then stretched down 
to the water’s edge along the entire Atlantic 
coast. 

“ They were not the first men of European 
race to settle in what is now the United 
States, for there were already Spanish set- 
tlements in Florida and on the headwaters 
of the Rio Grande: and the French, who at 
almost the same time were struggling up the 
St. Lawrence, were likewise destined to 
form permanent settlements on the great 
lakes and in the valley of the migffty Mis- 
sissippi before the English stock went west- 
ward of the Alleghenies. Moreover, both 
the Dutch and the Swedes were shortly to 
found colonies between the two sets of Eng- 
lish colonies, those that grew up around 
the Potomac.and those that grew up on what 
is now the New England coast. 


Where England Began. 

“ Nevertheless, this landing at Jamestown 
possesses for us of the United States an 
altogetheF peculiar significance, and this 
without regard to our several origins. The 
men who landed at Jamestown and those 
who, thirteen years later, landed at Plym- 
outh, all of English etpck, and their fellow 
settlers who during the next few decades 
streamed in after them, were those who 
took the lead im shaping the life history of 
thie people in the colonial and revolutionary 
days. It was they who bent into definite 
shape our nation while it was still young 
enough most eaaily, most readily, to take 
on the characterfstics which were to become 
part of its permanent Nfe habit. 

“As I have already said, about the time 
the first English settlers landed here, the 
Frenchman and the Spandard, the Swede 
and the Dutchman, also came hither as per- 
manent dwellers, who left their seed-behind 
them to help shape and partially to Imherit 
our national life. The German, the Irish- 
man, and the Scotchman came later, but 
still in colonial times. 


New Ethnic Type. 


*“* Before the outbreak of the revolution the 
American people, not only because of their 
surroundings, physical and spiritual, but 
because of the mixture of blood that had al- 
ready begun to take place, represented a 
new and distinct ethnic type This type hag 
never been fixed in blood. All through the 
colonial days new weves of immigration from 
time to time swept hither across the ocean, 
now from one country, now from another. 
The same thing has gone on ever since our 
birth as a nation; and for the last sixty 
years the tide of immigration hag been at 
the full. The newcomers are soon absorbed 
into our eager national life, and are radically 
and profoundly changed thereby, the rapidity 
of their assimilation being marvelous. But 
each group of newcomers, as it adds its blood 
to the life, also changes it, and this change 
and growth and development have gone on 
steadily, generation by generation, through- 
out three centuries. 

* For half a century after we became a

, stitution of private property; 


separate nation there was comparatively Mt- 
tle immigration to this country. Then the 
tide once again set hither, and has flowed in 
ever increasing size until in each of the last 
three years a greater number of people came 
to these shores than had landed on them 
during the entire colonial period. Generation 
by generation these people have been ab- 
sorbed into the national life. Generally their 
sons, almost always their grandsons, are in- 
distinguishable from one another and from 
their fellow Americans descended from t 
colonial stock. For all alike the problems 6 
our existence are fundamentally the sa™me, 
and for al) alike the problems change from 
generation to generation. 

‘‘In the colonial period, and for at least a 
century after its close, the conquest of the 
continent, the expansion of our people west- 
ward, to the Alleghanies, then to the Mis- 
sissippi, then to the Pacific, was always one 
of the most important tasks, and sometimes 
the most important, {n our national life. 

“In the revolutionary war the business 
was to achieve independence. ‘Immediately 
afterward there was an even more momen- 


tous task—that to achieve the national unity 
and the capacity for orderly saependendg? 


without which our liberty, our independena® 
would have been a curse and not a blessing. 


“Two generations pasged before the sec- |. 


ond great crisis of our history had to be 
faced. Then came the civil war, terrible 
and bitter in itself and in its aftermath, but 
a struggle from which the nation finally 
emerged united in fact as well as in name, 
united forever. .O, my hearers, my fellow 
countrymen, great indeed has been our good 
fortune; for as time clears away the mists 
that once shrouded brother from brother 
and made each look as ‘through a glass 
darkly’ at the other, we can all feel the 
same pride in the valor, the devotion, and 
the fealty toward the right as it was given 
to each to see the right, shown alike by 
the men who wore the blue and by the men 
who wore the gray. 


Sure Way to Avert War. 
“We oannoct afford to forget the maxim 


upon which Washington insisted, that the 
surest way to avert war is to be prepared to

This is an era of combination 
alike in the world of capital and in the world 
of labor. Each kind of combination can do 


good, and yet each, however powerful, must 


be opposed when it does ill. 

“ At the moment the greatest problem be- 
fore us is how to exercise such control over 
the business use of vast wealth, individual, 


but especially corporate, as will insure its not 


being used against the interest of the public, 
while yet permitting such ample legitimate 


profits as will encourage individual initiative. 
"We are unalterably determined to pre- 
vent wrongdoing in the future; we have no 


intention of trying to wreak such an indis- 


criminate vengeance for wrongs done in the 


past as would confound the innocent with 


the guilty. Our purpose is to build up rather 
than to tear down. We show ourselves the 
truest friends of property when we mak> it 
evident that we will not tolerate the abuses 


of property. ‘ 


** We are steadily bent on preserving the in- 


we combat 


every tendency toward reducing the people to 
economic servitude; and we care not whether 


the tendency is due to a sinister agitation 


directed against all property, or whether !t is 


due to the actions of those members of the 


predatory classes whose anti-social power is 
immeasurably increased because of the fact 


‘that they possess wealth. 


Every Man asa Man. 

“Above all, we insist that while facing 
changed conditions and new problems, we 
must face them in the spirit which our fore- 
fathers showed when they founded and pre- 
served this republic. The corner stone of the 


. republic Hes in our treating each man on his 


worth as a man, paying no heed to his creed, 
his birthplace, or his occupation, asking not 
whether he is rich or poor, whether he labors 
with head or hand; asking only whether he 
acts decently and honorably in the various 
relations of his life, whether he behaves 
well to his family, to his neighbors, to the 
state. 

“This great republic of ours shall never 
become the government of a plutocracy, and 


it shall never become the government of a. 


mob. God willing, !t shall remain what our 
fathers who founded it meant it to be—a gov- 
ernment in which each man stands on his 
worth as a man, where each is given the 
largest personal liberty consistent with se- 
curing the well being of the whole, and 
where, so far as in us lies, we strive con- 
tinually to secure for each man such equality 
of opportunity that in the strife of life he may 
have a fair chance to show the stuff that 
is in him. 

“We are proud of our schools and of the 
trained intelligence they give our children 
the opportunity to acquire. But what we 
care most for is the character of the average 
man; for we believe that if the average of 
character in the individual is sufficiently 
high, if he possesses those qualities which 
make him worthy of respect in his family 
life and in his work outside, as well as the 
qualities which fit him for success in the 
hard struggle of actual existence—that if 
such is the character of our individual citi- 
zenship, there is literally no height of tri- 
umph unattainable In this vast experiment 
of government of and for a free people.”’

A short time ago Russell Sage Raphael, a 
son of Nathan Raphael, began suit in the 
federal court on the bonds, and secured a 
judgment for $1,680,768, including interest. 
This judgment has been returned by the 
sheriff as ungatisfied and today was filed in 
court. 

While working up this case Mr. Raphael's 
lawyers discovered that when the first mort- 
gage was foreclosed the holders of the second 
mortgage, probably by a clerk’s error, were 
not made parties to the suit. This, it is 
claimed, invalidates the foreclosure pro- 
ceedings. 

The old railroad property, which now be- 
longs to the Denver, Rio Grande and West- 
ern, is said to be worth about 30,000,000. 
The second mortgage bonds issued by the 
original road amounted to $800,000. It is not

Congressman Burton’s references to Sen- 
ator Foraker were mild, his greatest severity 
being a characterization of him as “aman 
who frequently is said to be of the fire- 
eating brand."’ 


Ignores Ohio Politics. 

Mr. Burton fm his addrese disclaimed an 
intention to speak on Ohio politics except 
indirectly, as‘ one state might be in the same 
position as all. He laid special stress upon 
‘the necessity of a more intelligent and watch- 
ful participation in public affairs. Such 
participation, if not dignified by the name 
of patriotism, is at least a requisite forit. It 
is the basis of reform and civic virtue. 

“There is a growing distaste for politics, 
especially of the practical. efficient type. 
The constantly increasing opportunities the 
United States ig enjoying ae if a matter 
of course, and the average citizen takes no 
thought of the necessity of doing something 
himself for the maintenance of efficient ad- 
ministration or higher ideals of publia_life, 
unless it be in the way of swelling the chorus 
of irrational criticiam and discontent. 


Some Present Day Evils. 

“Under the benumbing influences of this 
indifference whatever is discouraging in the 
present situation has arisen. Great evils 
have engrafted themselves upon the body 
politic. Essential reforms have been neg- 
lected. There have been notable instances 
of dishonesty and unfaithfulness in public 
life. Men are judged and selected for office 
not so much for what they dosa@ for what 
they say or promise. Public opinion in a great 
measure is influenced by sensationalism or 
depends upon superficial judgments. 

**We need a revival of action and con- 
scientious attention to those great questions 
which concern the public. Mr. Roosevelt 
alone with his courage has the disposition 
to give to all a square deal, an equal chance. 
is entitled to special credit for aggressive- 
ness, is facing the burning problems of the 
day, maintaining his position as a leader, 
and solving them in accordance with the best 
ideals of the people. The crowning distinc- 
tion of his administration ham been his 
readiness to curb the great, whether pos- 
sessed of colossal wealth or claiming the fol- 
lowing of an army of voters. 


CHICAGO HAS LITTLE CRIME, 
SAYS CHIEF JUSTICE OLSON. 


Head of Municipal Courts Tells of Their 
Work at Reception Given Judges by 
the Press Club. 


Chicago as a city of little crime and por- 
sessed of the finest and most perfect Muni- 
cipal court system in the country was upheld 
and defended by Chief Justice Harry Olson 
at a reception to Municipal judges given by 
the Press club last night. 

“The article upon crime conditions in 
Chicago which appeared in a recent issue of 
McClure’s Magazine probably was written 
before statistics were at hand,”’ he said. 
*“ But now that they are obtainable, I hope 
they will be set right, and that Chicago will 
be vindicated. What the present Municipal 
court system giyes is speedy justice in minor 
cases. 

** In one district of 300,000 population, where 
there are twenty-eight nationalities, the 
municipal judge has told me there has not 
been one serious case since last December. 
At the West Chicago avenue branch, there 
have been only seven felony cases in the 
same time. In South Chicago there has been 
only one robbery case since March 1. 

“Since their inauguration, the Municipal 
courts have done the work of sixty justices of 
the peace, they have done 75 per cent of the 
work formerly done by the Cook county 
criminal court, and one-third of the work 
which otherwise would go to the other courts 
has been transferred to them.” 
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SUICIDE AT SEA. 


David Willeox, Former Presi- 
dent of Delaware and Hud-. 
son, Ends His Life. 


PAIN DRIVES TO DEATH. 


Ailments from Which He Conld 
Find No Relief Abroad Caused 
Act, Friends Say. 


New York, April 26.—David Willcox, former 
president of the Delaware and Hudson ralil- 
road company, committed suicide at sea last 
Wednesday while a passenger on the steamer 
Barbarossa, according to a report made by 
Capt. Langreuter when the ship arrived to- 
night. 

Tt was at first reported that Mr. Willcox 
had died of heart failure. Subsequent ihves- 
tigation, however, according to the captain, 
developed evidence that Mr. Willcox had 
shot himself. ~ 7 | 

In reporting the facts. to Health Officer 
Doty, the captain of the Barbarossa said that 
he had only a few moments before been made 
aware of the real cause of death. Dr, Doty 
said that he would make an investigation to- 
morrow. 


His Health Long Impaired. 

Mr. Willcox, broken in health, sailed some 
time ago and recently, because he had not 
secured the benefit physically that he sought, 
he cabled his resignation of the presidency 
of the railroad, which was accepted by the 
directors who chose his successor in Leonor 
F. Loree, former president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Rock Island railroads. At 
the time it was given out that Mr. Willcox’s 


ware and Hudson was prompted solely by ill 
health. 

Mr. Willcox was feeling poorly, it was 
stated, when he took passage on the Bar- 
barossa at Naples, April 18. He did not ap- 
pear to improve and om Wednesday, died in 
his stateroom. The thought of suicide did 
not then occur to those on shipboard. 

Last Wednesday Mr. Willcox disappeared, 
and Thursday morning one of the ship's offi- 
cers broke into his cabin and found his body. 
A bullet hole in the head, and a revolver still 
clasped in his hand, explained the mystery 
of his disappearance. The facts of Mr. Will- 
cox’s death were kept from the other passen- 
gers, and until the ship reached port tonight 
they were unaware that he had committed 


suicide. 
Leader in Railroad Work. 


Mr. Willcox was a millionaire. As presi- 
dent of the Delaware and Hudson he took @ 
prominent part in the negotiations with 
the anthracite coal miners whenever & 
strike threatened the ‘“‘coal roads,”’ in which 
group his company was classed. With 
the late Samuel Spencer, president of the 
Southern railway company, Mr. Willcox 
acted as the representative of the railways 
of the conntry in the discussion preceding 
the enactment of the railway rate law in 1905. 

Under his administration the Delaware 
and Hudson made steady progress, but not 
without a severe tax upon the president's 
nervous system. A severe fall while skating 
last winter caused injuries from which he 
rallied only slowly. It was because of his 
condition he sailed for Italy. 

On April 9 he sent his resignation to the 
board of managers of the company, accom- 
panied with such representations as to the 
condition of his health that it was accepted 
the following day. 

The news of the nature of the death of 
Mr. Willcox came as a shock to his friends 
in this city. His only relative here is a 
nephew. The general impression of thoso 
seen tonight was that ill health only had 
prompted suicide. For years, they said, he 
had suffered from gout, rheumatism, and an 
affection of the kidneys.

““Everybody in Peoria treate me fine, and 
the newspaper thinks you are not excisting.

Died of Heart Disease. 


What may be a murder mystery developed 
yesterday in the finding of the body of a 
woman fn the Belmont hotel, 4700 State 
atreet. The womar was registered as Mrs. 
J. Murphy, Chicago, and the police are seek- 
ing for her companion, who is thought to 
have fled early in the day. 

The death occurred in one of the RS 

able hotels. that infest that as well as 
other parts of the city. The place is owned 
by F L. Hurt, who discovered the body 
early in the evening. 

The hotel manager said the woman, ac- 
companied by a young man who asserted 
he was her husband, appeared at the place 
and asked for a room shortly before midnight 
Thursday. Until early in the morning con- 
versation was heard by those who passed to 
and fro in the hall in front of the room. 


Found Lying Dead on Bed. 


Mr. Hurt, after repeated efforts to arouse 
the occupants of’ the room and unable to 
force the door, climbed over the transom, and 
found the woman almost fully dreseed, lying 
dead on a bed in the corner. Two small 
papers containing a white powder, thought to 
be morphina, were pinned to the woman's 
clothing. No marks of violence were found 
on the body. 

Fear that he would be arrested and held in 
connection with the death of his companion 
is thought to have prompted her escort to 
slip from the room andescape. The man was 
not seen leaving the hotel, and it Is believed 
he left early in the morning. The woman 
had been dead forsometime. She apparently 
was between 80 and 85 years old, was 5 feet 
7 inches tall, and weighed 180 pounds. 


Murder Theory Is Scouted. 


“I do not think she was murdered,” said 
the proprietor of the hotel. **‘ The most 
plausible theory is that she died of heart 
disease. I gave the police a description of 
her escort. She wore a fascinator on her 
head when she came here, and for that reason 
I think she probably lived in this vicinity. 
** Both came to the hotel late last nignt, and 
the man registered as J. Murphy of Cnicago. 
He seemed to be about 27 years old, and wus 
fairly well dressed. I believe the woman 
was a morphine user. I will give the police 
every assistance in solving the cage.” 
Lieut. 8S. Woods of the Fiftieth street police 
station is investigating the case. 

‘It looks like a case of heart disease,” said 
he. **‘ The matter will be looked into.” 


LABORATORY TO. BE OPENED 
FOR MEDICAL RESEARCH. 


State University Will Have Charge and 
Stockyards Companies Are to Pay 
the Expense of* It. : 


That Chicago is soon to-have a laboratory 
for medical research which will be the most 
complete of any in this country, and which 
will be supported by the stockyards and con- 
ducted under the supervision of the state, 
was the announcement made by Prof. Charles 
Davison of the University of Illinois last 
night. He was speaking at the fifth annual 
banquet of the three Chicago chapters of 
Alpha Omega Alpha: 

‘‘In the last few years much has been 
said about thé wonderful advances in medi- 
cine and surgery in the previous quarter 
century,” said Prof. Davison. “ But the next 
quarter century will show more changes 
than we have ever dreamed of. In these later 
years a great deal of progress has been 
made by foreign scientists, who have been 
supported by government resources and pro- 
vided with government laboratories. In the 
United States little has been done. 

“Now, here in Chicago we are about to 
have a laboratory the like of which is not in 
the country, and which will be open to any 
student who wishes to conduct experiments 
in ‘medicine. The Chicago stockyards are on 
the point of establishing a laboratory for re- 
search along the lines of animal pathology 
and for the practical training of meat inspec- 
tors. Already $250,000 has been raised, and 
the stockyards companies propose to turn 
over to it the work of the veterinary hos- 
pitals and to back the project with all their 
resources. 

“They propose to make it as near a gov- 
ernment institution as possible by turning the 
management over to the University of Ii- 
nois, and a bill for a small appropriation is 
now before the legislature solely for this pur-

calendar a measure which the administration de- 
sired to amend in order both that it might have a 
better chance of passage and that it might meet 
reasonable objections on the part of the manu- 
facturers. 


Charities Bill a Factor. 


In addition to these there is the charitable 
appropriation bill for improvements. The 
governor said that he would veto the Bar- 
tonville insane asylum provision, which 
gives that institution money for eight ad- 
ditional new cottages, on the ground that 
the money wes not needed there and was 
needed elsewhere. 

He also insists that the appropriations 
asked for the establishment of psychopathic 
hospitals and for the installation of the hy- 
drotherapeutic cure shell be put back in the 
bill wherever they have been taken out. 

On the subject of appropriations the ad- 
ministration as well as legislature is up in 
tBe air. Representative David Shanahan, 
chairman of the house committee, says the 
amount cf appropriations contemplated now 
is $22,500,000 and estimated revenue of the 
etate to meet it is $19,000,000. 

In addition there is the Joliet proposition 
to consider. Gov. Deneen, with Mr. Shana- 
hen and Senator Gardner of the senate ap- 
propriations committee, will have made the 
trip of inspection to Joliet and will have 
reached some decision on this proposition 
before the legislature meets next week. They 
are endeavoring to keep secret the exact hour 
of their proposed visit in order-to avoid per- 
sons particularly interested.

Big Gathering of Officials at 
Pittsburg Told President 
Roosevelt Is That Man. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April. 26.—Melville E. In- 


galls, chairman of the Big Four system's | 


board of directors, in a speech before the 
Pittsburg Traffic club tonight declared that 
President Roosevelt was about the only and 
probably the. best friend the railroads have 
got. 

Mr. Ingalls also declared that the railroads 
might as well quit fighting and submit to 
regulation. “‘ Any man.” he said. “ who is 
not prepared to manage his reilway as 4 
public institution in accordance with the 
law should resign and seek some other busi- 


ness.” 

More than three hundred railroad presi- 
dents, vice presidents, freight agents, and 
traffic managers and a big gathering of man- 
agers and large shippers of freight heard Mr. 
Ingalip’ talk. 


Defends Railroad Manager. 

Mr. Ingalls said in part: 

“ You would think, from the speeches that 
are being made, from the publications, from 
the magazines and newspapers, that the rail- 
way managers were men of ill repute, capa- 
ble of most every crime... No one dares raise 
a voice in their defense. The men who have 
received favors are the loudest in preaching 
reforms and regulation of railways. In 
fact, I think it is pretty near true what the 
president says—that he is about the best 
friend they have. 

“ There have been many things done in the 
past by railway managers which were 
wrong, but most of them, for which they are 
so badly condemned, were justified by the 
situation and conditions existing when they 
were done. In the Beginning every railway 
manager wae striving to build up industries 
on his line—was striving to get his fair share 
of business from his competitor. There were 
few who could withstand the temptation. 


Must End All Rebates. 

“Tt has been a long fight—it has been a 
long time in which public opinion has been 
getting educated, but, as I have stated, the 
end has come. There is to be in the history 
of this country no more secret contracts— 
no more rebates—no more free transporta- 
tion. 

“He is no lover of his country who turns 
in and joins the crowd of demagogues wha 
today are howling and abusing the rail- 
ways. Your congress, your legislatures, 
your courts must consider that this is an 
enormous question, and one of those’which 
goes to the very vitals of the life of the 
country. If the present condition of affairs 
is prolonged it means panic; it meang suf- 
fering; it means dull times, long hours, and 
poor wages for the working people. 


Peril in Abuse of Officials. 

“You have to trust your lives daily to 
the employés of the railways—to the men 
who manage down to the lowest employé who 
flags at the crossing. Are you willing to trust 
your lives to this large class of men whom , 
you abuse continually? Do you suppose you 
can abuse the managers and still have the 
ordinary trainmen or employés loyal? Do 
you suppose you can have the railways run 
without accidents if the great mass of em- 
ployés are to read daily in the newspapers 
and the magazines and to listen to the 
speeches of public men saying that the men 
over them are unworthy of confidence, are 
wicked and criminals? No, all this must 
stop. 

‘“*T admire the stand taken by the presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania railroad, when he 
said he had no cause to go to Washington to 
confer with the president—that his com- 
pany desired to obey the law. This is what 
all the railways must do—submit to the law.”’

Wiswins J ustice of Peace in Her Courtroom 
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PEARS GAIT OF AMERICANS 


PRESIDENT OF OBERLIN COLLEGE 
SOUNDS NOTE OF ALARM. 


Tells Illinois Alumni at Banquet That 
People of the United States Are Foo 
Swift to Be Thoughtfal and De- 
clares ‘‘the Nation That Lives Tee 
Fast to Think Is Lost’’—Deplores 
Apparent Disregard for the Moral 
Law. 


Shalhowness, passion for material comfort, 
and “‘a lackadaisical, easy going disregard 
of law,’’ according to Henry Churchill King, 
president of Oberlin college, are the beset- 
ting sins of the American people. 

President King’s diagnosis of the nation’s 
case was made last evening in an address 
before the Illinois Oberlin Alumni associa- 
tion at its annual dinner at the Auditorium. 

“ We are In real danger from the Amer- 
ican rush,’’ he said.- ‘* We pride ourselves 
on living fast, and we do. But the nation 
that lives too fast to think is host. 

"Tt ig curious that.in this age of science, 
in which the reign of law is supreme, there 
should be so utter a disregard for law in 
moral and spiritual affairs. In our reaction 
from Puritanism we seem to have fallen 
into a lackadaisical, easy going point of view, 
as if, somehow or other, we expected to es- 
cape the law whenever we so desire, I tell 
you, we are in danger of waking with ring- 
ing im our ears the awful mockery of those 
words, ‘ Thou fool!’ 

‘*T have no doubt that the American peo- 
ple are wrongly: interpreted when they are 
classed as mere money grubbDers, and yet the 
danger of our immense increase in wealth, 
the danger of the stupefying, deadening 
effect of our passion for material comfort, no 
man can deny. Our personal and our na- 
tional idgeals—we had them once—are in 
danger.”

“Ready for business,” was the message

Culloch sent out among her friends yesterday 
as she paid a series of afternoon calls. She 
had achieved her title in the morning, when 
ae received her commission at the county 


clerk's office. 

Mrs. McCulloch had neglected securing 
the official document, which lay waiting for 
her three days, and showed no haste to be- 
gin the trial) of cases when at last it came 
into her hands. But one piece of llega? busi- 
nese was presented before her for action 
and brought her her first fee—the sum of 
6560 cents. She expressed a belief that her 
average daily income would exceed that 
amount. 

Aeide from that one Instance her first day 
“on the bench ’’ was uneventful and ran its 
regular course, including several “‘run in 
for a moment” visits in the neighborhood 
of her home at 2236 Orrington avenue, 
Evanston. It was during these that she met 
several young women friends, whom she in- 
formed that she was both able and willing to 
perform marriage ceremonies. 


Visit to County Clerk. 


Mrs. McCulloch's visit to the county clerk's 
office was made with her husband, Frank H. 
McCulloch. After getting her commission 
she obtained-from the marriage license clerk 
a copy of a marriage license, asked the 
county clerk for a copy of the Illinois stat- 
utes, failed to get it, and wént back to Evans- 
ton, where she opened her office in the library 
of her home. 

Her first official act In her new capacity 
was the taking. of the acknowledgment of a 
chattel mortgage for $550 given by an Ev- 
anston Woman on a piano purchased a few 
days ago. 

“It took just three and one-quarter min- 
utes,"’ the woman justice said afterward. 
‘It was just so easy. I expect to perform 
a marriage ceremony tomorrow, for today a 
man called me up by telephone and asked if 
I could marry him. I told him to get the 
license and come right out. ‘I can get the 
license right now," he said, ‘but I cannot 
get the girl until tomorrow. She lives in 
Indiana.’ 

‘When he comes I shall tell him I will re- 
fuse to put the word ‘ obey ' in the ceremony. 
I never promised my husband to obey, and 
the requirement is not in vogue at present 
except among old fogies. I am sure the 
pastor at our church would not use the word 
in his ceremonies. If a mam cannot get 
along without domineering the household he 
should remain a bachelor.”’ 

Mrs. McCulloch said she would keep her 
office in her home unless the business grows 
to such an extent that she needs larger and 
more public quarters. 

Demand for Law Book Refused.

ALDERMEN AUTHORIZE LEASE OF 
TEMPORARY QUARTERS. 


Commissioner Hanberg Says as Much 


Space Can Be Obtained in County 
Bullding as Now Is Avaliable -in 
City’s Structure—Mayor Asked to 
Cancel Fire Engine Contracts— 
“Fish” Murrey Makes Plea for Sal- 
ary on Scale of $2,500.

The start for a new city hall was made yes- 
terday. The council finance committee au- 
thorized Commissionér of Public Works Han- 
berg to get what space he can in the new 
county building while the eity’s structure is 
being erected. Mr. Hanberg said ne could 
get enoughfto take careof city offices in the 
reconstruction period and keep them under 
one roof. 

This will mean that the Municipal courts 
must be kept in the Kesner building until tho 
new city hall is completed, as there will be no 
room for them in the county building. 

“ There are 70,000 square feet of available 
space in the present city hall,"’ Commissioner 
Hanberg reported to the committee. “ In 
the new county building I can get between 
75,000 and 80,000 square feet. The rental will 
not be so much as it now costs to maintain 


.the city building, or more than $100,000.a 


year.”’ 

The commissioner was told to make his av- 
rangements with the county board. The city 
hall will be vacated as soon as the county 
building is available. 

Ald. Badenoch, chairman of the council 
city hall committee, was told that so soon as 
some details are perfected, the entire matter 
will be turned over to his committee. : 


Wants Engine Contract Canceled. 


Mayor Busse has been asked by Chief 
Horan to cancel contracts for three Amos- 
keog fire engines because they have not been 
delivered. These were a part of the engines 
contracted for last August after charges 
were made by ex-Mayor Dunne against ex- 
Fire Chief Campion. The correspondence 
over the contract fs missing from — the 
mayor's letter files, however, and no action 
was taken. 

The mayor expects to go te Springfield 
again on Tuesday. He was waited on yes- 
terday by a delegation from the United So- 
cleties for the Preservation of Personal Lib- 
erty im regard to the charter amendment 
relative to closing saloons on Sunday and a 
bill affecting the issuance of temporary bar 
permits. The mayor said he would take up 
the matter with representatives of the so- 
cleties at Springfield. 


Murray Wants More Money. 


The council finance committee yesterday 
received an application from P. J. (Fish) 
Murray, to be allowed salary for January, 
February, and March at the rate of $2,500 
instead of $1,000 a year. “ Fish” explained 
he needéd the extra $375. 

Murray legally is a meat inspector at $1,000 
salary. In the Dunne administration he was 
made chief food inspector at $2,500 on a 
sixty day appointment. 

The committee referred the matter to the 

health department for a recommendation, but 
took no action. 
' An issue of $1,000,000 of water certificates 
was authorized by the council finance com- 
mittee to take care of the existing indebted- 
ness of the water department. 


Offers Hospital to City. 

Health Commissioner Evane has been 
asked. to decide whether he wants to use the 
Fletcher Emergency hospital, 800 Fifth eve- 
nue, for the city’s uses. It was offered to 
the councel!l finance committee by Dr. Fletch- 
er, who egaid it had been a losing venture, 
and that if the city wanted to take the hase 
of the building he would give the equipment.

for Killing His Wife—Evidence 
Shows Strong Feeling in Hogenson 
Family Against Defendant Before 
_ the Marriage—Victim Also Feared 
Him, According to Her Brother, 


The story of how Victor R. O’Shea met,’ 
courted, and married Amy Hogenson, for 
whose murder he is being tried a third time, 
was told in testimony taken in the trial yes- 


terday. 

Emanuel Hogenson, father of the murdered 
woman, told of his dislike for his prospective 
son-in-law, giving the substance of many 
conversations with the young man. Upona 
, question by David Cruice, one of O’Shea's 
attorneys, the father replied: 

‘“‘T never liked the fellow, but I thought, 
when Amy began to like him, I would tolerate 


him,” ‘ 3 
Even Wife Feared Him. 

From evidence brought out by-the prose- 
cution and, by the defense ip became ap- 
parent that O'Shea never was in high stand- 
ing with members of hie wife’sfamily. That 
Amy, after her marriage, endeavored several 
‘times to escape hie company was brought 
out, by testimony of Emanuel Hogenson Jr., 

her brother, who told of an incident soon 
after the marriage. 


Amy and Adeline, one evening a short time 
before Sept. 10, 1902,"" said the young man 
“We were in Franklin boulevard, near 
Grand avenue, when we saw Roland ap- 
proaching from the north. My sister, Amy, 
trembled and crouched down behind us until 
Roland had passed and got out-of sight.” 

He also said that on several occasions his 
sister had refused to see O'Shea.

No Nerve Required to Shoot. 
The policeman told further of having gone 
to St. Mary’s hospital the morning after 
the shooting, and related a conversation be- 
tween him and the young lawyer. 
“I went into O’Shea’s room about twenty 
minutes before 7 o’clock in the morning,”’ 
the policeman said. ‘‘ He said ‘Good morn- 
ing- officer. Is my wife dead yet?’ I an- 
swered that I did not know. ‘Certainly, she 
is, isn’t she?’ he asked. ‘I don’t know,’ I 
said again. He then said, ‘I used to think it 
took a lot of nerve to shoot a person, and 
then to turn the gun on yourself,’ and I eaid, 
‘I guess it does.’ He said, ‘It doesn’t take 
a bit.” His mother stopped him then and told 
him not to talk so much, and I went down- 
stairs.’’

Bonds Starts Probe Into 
All Trust Concerns. 


STOLE TO GET IMMUNITY. 


Fearing Prosecution for ‘‘Small’’ 
Peculations, He Planned 
‘*Protection.”’ » 


New York, April 26—[Special.]—Because 
of the ease with which W. O. Douglass looted 
the vaults of the Trust Company of America 
of $500,000 worth of bonds, Charles Hallam 
Keep, state superintendent of banks, will at 
once make a thorough investigation of the 
methods of every bank and trust company in 
New York. 

He will devote his attention especially to 
the bonds and'‘other securities held by trust 
companies in. .trusteeship to ascertain 
whether.in the.eleven years curing which no 
inspection of such holdings have been made, 
clerks or officials have transferred bonds 
from these holdings to replace collateral con- 
verted to illegitimate purposes. 

It developed, today that the total value of 
bonds stolen by Douglass from the trust 
company {fs close to $500,000. 


Tries to Force Immunity. 


He walked out with $400,000 in bonds on 
Friday of last week. It appears now that 
he returned to the offices of the company 
Saturday morning and made a farewell haul 
of $50,000 more... These two big touches were 
made, it has been said, for the purpose of 
coercing the trust company into giving him 
immunity for smaller thefts which had ex- 
tended over a period of several months. 
These smaller peculations, it is estimated, 
do not amount to more than $50,000. 

The company’s officers have said it will 
cost them $140,000 to recover possession of 
all the bonde stolen with the exception. of 
the $20,000 worth that were found in Den- 
nett’s bed in the Manhattan, club. 

This $140,000 is said to be close to the 
amount Dougless and Dennett raised on the 
securities. With the cash in his pocket Doug- 
lass was in position to redeem the bonds and 
return them to the company in event immu- 
nity was granted; and if he lost on that play 
he would have plenty of cash in his pocket. 


Hides Whereabouts of Cash. 


Douglass informed the officers of the com- 

pany, soon after he was arrested, Where the 
bonds might be found, but it is said he has 
refused to telbanything about the money that 
wags raised on them without a promise that 
he would be held harmless. He has not been 
able to obtain this promise from the trust 
company officers, and will not be able to, now 
that the case is in the hands of the district 
attofney. 
‘Josiah :Quincy, former mayor of Boston, 
issued a statement today, saying that he 
used to know /Dennett slightly in. Baston 
and that Dennett on.April 17 laid a case be- 
fore him without giving names, and asked 
him if he would take it, but that after due 
consideration he declined it.

CUTS OFF ISLAND OUTPUT, 


Cause of Trouble Is Demand That 
Workers Be Paid in Amer- 
ican Monty. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


HAVANA, April 26.—Every cigar factory 
in the province of Havana will be closed to- 
morrow, practically cutting off the entire out- 
put of Cuban cigars, for the manufacture In 
other provinces is comparativ ely small. 
Since February the cigarmakers in trust fac- 
tories have been on strike, demanding they 
be paid American instead of Spanish money. 
Eight thousand men aze out. Only one trust 
factory has been working. Now the inde- 
pendent factories have decided to lock out 
their men as a means of terminating tue 
strike believing they will thus cut off the trust 
ei from their principal source of sup- 
po 

The independents know if the trust is de- 
feated they, too, will be compelled to make a 
change in their payment of wages, which 
would mean an increase of 10 per cent. To- 
night, however, the American Federation of 
Labor cabled it would contribute $5,000 week- 
ly to aid the men if the independent factories 
were closed. This is enough, the strikers 
claim, together with the support they will 
receive from other sources, to carry on the 
strike to a successful issue. 

The independent cigarmakers number about 
5,000, making about 13,000 men who will be 
out of order. Other classes of labor effected, 
strippers, packers, selecters, etc.; will bring 
the numbfr of idle employés up to fully 20,000, 
The strikers maintain that within a fortnight 
the factories will not be able to fill any or- 
Gers. Independent cigarmakers are furntsh- 
ing about $2,000 weekly towards the support 
of the striking trust employés. 


FAMOUS SURGEON IS DROWNED. 


Mosetig-Morhof, Introducer of Iodo- 
form, Accidentally Loses His 
Life in Danube.

VIENNA, April 26.—Prof. Albert Ritter von 
Mosetig-Morhof, the famous surgeon and. in- 
troducer of fodoform, while walking on the 
banks of the Danube today, fell in and was 
drowned. According to eye witnesses, he 
apparently felt faint and leaned over the 
river bank to bathe his face. In doing this 
he lost his balance. fell into the water, and 
was carried away by the swift current. He 
was 69 years old. Besides having introduced 
fodoform, he originated the ‘method for 
treating caries—the ulceration and decay of 
bones—with a filling composed of a prepara- 
tion of fodoform and petroleum. . This 
proved of the highest value in cases of com- 
pound fracture of the bones in the arm or 
leg, often rendering amputation unneces- 


sary.

VOTED AFTER TILT 


License Committee Hears a 
Warm Debate Over Thirty- 
fifth Ward Petition. 


“FRAUD” CRY IS RAISED. 


Four New Prohibition Sections 
Are Favored After Lively 
Discussion. 


The new council license committee opened 
as lively a mecting as it may expect to have 
during. its career yesterday afternoon with 
tilt over the granting of a petition for a 
new. prohibition district _in the Thirty-fifth 
ward. ~The committee room was filled with 
property owners and liquor dealers from 
the ward, adding to the excitement by mak- 
ing charges of conspiracy and fraud,in the 
eirculation of the petitions exhibited to the 
aléermen. 

After the aldermen got down to business, 
however, things went with a whirl. This 
and three other new prohibition districts 
were passed favorably upon, while a fifth 
was placed in the hands cf a subcommittee 
for further investigation. 

Incidentally, Herman F. Kruger,’ the new 
alderman frem the Fifteanth ward and one 
of the new members’of the committee, placed 
himself om record as against the establish- 
ment of new ‘‘ dry’ districts. 


Thirty-fifth ward First. 

The first matter taken up was that of the 
proposed prohibition district in the Thirty- 
fifth ward. The boundaries of the district, 
as set forth in the petition which was offered 
by Ald. Race, are Ohio street on the north, 
Hamlin avenue on the east, Kinzie street 
on the scuth, and an Imaginary line 150 feet 
east of Fcrtieth avenue on the west. 

While Ald. Race was making the prelim- 
inary motion a Iine of property owners and 
residents of the district stood upon one gide 
of the long table glaring at the group of 
liquor men, who looked at them with equally 
flerce mien. 

“This is a fight for our homes, and we 
think that _the committee ought to’ back us 
up in it,’ said E. D. Hughes, 748 Indiana 
street. ‘‘ All we ask is that they keep on 
the business streets away from our homes.” 


Liquor Man Shows Affidavit. 


But the liquor representative insisted that 
he could substantiate his claims, and he pro- 
duced an affidavit which he placed triumph- 
antly in the hands of Chairman Dunn. The 
affidavit proved to be signed by one John Eng- 
bert. who set forth that he had heard a tele- 
phone conversation between Michael Robin- 
son and Terrance Bolan, saloonkeepers of 
the’ district, in which the men said that they 
would stop the opening of any more saloons 
in the district and in which they talked of 
the men who were to get the signatures for 
the petition. 

Then there was another affidavit from 
Henry Baltus, who declared that he had heard 
a conversation in one of these saloons which 
was sufficient to convince him that the saloon 
people were trying to establish the district 
for their own purposes. 

Baltus owns a saloon at Ohfo street and 
Hamlin avenue, just across the line from the 
district. He has constructed a new building 
at Hamlin avenue and Indiana street, within 
the new district, which he has rented to 
Henry Meyer. It is this new saloon that hag 
caused all of the trouble. 


New Districts May Be “Dry.” 

After recommending this district, the com- 
mittee passed favorably upon the following 
petitione for prohibition districts: ; 

Qn motion of Ald. Bihl—Bounded on the east by 
Cottage Grove avenue, on the south by Ninety- 
fifth street, on the weat by Burnside avenue, and on 
the north by the Belt ratlroad. 

On motion of Ald. Stewart—Bounded on the south 
by Van Buren street, on the east by Leavitt street, 
on the north by an alley 125 feet south of Madison 
street, and on the west by Oakley avenue. 

On motion of Ald. Riley (some weeks ago)— 
Boundaries, Washington boulevard on the north, 


| 


Albany avenue on sini east, Monroe-st. on the 
south, and Spaulding avenue on the west. 


The petition asking for the following district was ' 


turned over for investigation to a subcommittee: 
Bounded on the east by Lincoln avenue, on the 
south by Alinsite avenue, on the west by Rockwell 
street, and on the north by Argyle street. 

At this meeting, a belated legal opinion 
from former Corporation Counsel Lewis was 
received, in which the proposed licensing of 
all horse-drawn vehicles probably would not 
stand in the courts, being unconstitutional. 
The opinion is looked upon as important, as 
is had been expected to materially increase 
the fund for keeping up the streets by a tax 
of $1 annually upon all vehicles drawn 
by one horse and’$3 upon all vehicles drawn 


by two or more horses.

A VITAL RAILROAD QUESTION. 
_ It is said that the Chicago Commercial 
assoclation is about to go before the in- 
terstate commerce commission on behalf of 
local shippers who are denied access to 
southern markets by discriminations in 
freight rates. The fight is one of thirty 
years’ standing, but conditions never were 
so favorable as they are now. Thirteen 
years ago the commission was appealed 


to. Chicage and Cincinnati shippers stated 


their case. The railroads argued that they 
ought to be allowed to give lower rates 
from New York to points in central Geor- 
gia than were given from Chicago, al- 
though the distance from Chicago was 
much less than from New York. It was 
contended that the rates from Chicago 
were not in themselves unreasonable, but 
that the railroads which shipped freight 
from the east to the south had to face 
water competition and were obliged to 
have low rates to get any business. 

The argument did not convince the In- 
terstate commerce commission. It was 
of the opinion that the western shippers 
were being charged too much gnd pre- 
scribed new schedules for their benefit. 
The roads affected by the decision re 
fused to submit to it, and the courts 
ruled that they were not obliged to, be- 
canse, in their opinion, the commission 
had no authority to fix rates. 

The southeastern roads have again 
been pressed to deal fairly by western 


shippers and have again refused. Hence 


the latest appeal to the interstate com- 


merce commission, which is a more potent 


bedy now than it was thirteen years 


ago. The personnel of the cammission 
has changed, but if its policy is unaltered 
its decision will be repeated and will be 
enforced unless the roads shall appeal 


to the courts and they shal] hold that 
whatever new rates the commission may 
establish are unreasonable and unjust. 

The time of the commission has been 
mainly taken up since the passage of the 
rate law with the investigation of ‘rail- 
road abuses. The investigations have 
been useful, for they have brought to 
light many- scandalous practices which 
probably will be discontinued. The in- 
vestigations appear to be over and the 
commission is free to deal with subjects 
which are of special interest to many 
populous communities. The commission 
has been inquiring into the grievances of 
Spokane. The merchants of that city 
have asked why the shorter hau! should 
not involve the lower rate. They say 
they cannot pee why they have to pay as 
much on freight from New York put off 
the cars at Spokane as they would have 
to pay if it had been hauled to Portland 
400 miles distant and then hauled. back 
again. 

The railroads assign the water com- 
petition which they have to meet at Pa- 
cific coast»points as the reason for their 
higher rates to Spokane. It is the same 
competition of the water route which is 
pleaded as an excuse for discriminating 
against Chicago in an important market. 
Th@ question involved in the Chicago and 
Spokane cases is one of great moment to 
railroads and shippers throughout the 
country. It is in many respects a per- 
plexing one, for if the contention of the 
railroads shall be overruled there will 
have to be a great readjustment of rates, 
bat the timre has about come to settle it 
one way or the other. 


A CASE FOR ¢LEMENCY. 

bieae influences have been brought 
to bear on the president to pardon the con- 
vict Anderson, lately captured and returned 
to the Leavenworth penitentiary. The 
simple facts In the case that he es- 
caped ten years ago after serving three 
years of a five years’ sentence, went to 
Kansas City, and since that time. under 
an assumed name, has lived usefully and 
blamelessly. The feeling of sentiment and 
pity excited in his behalf has enlisted to 
aid him not only the people of Kansas 
City who know him but the state legisla 
ture, which has adopted a resolution in- 
voking the intercession of President 
Roosevelt. No case of a similar nature 
has provoked such widespread and genera] 
interest. 

Under the old interpretation of the law 
of justice a convict was expected to serve 
out his full time. The punishment that 
was meted out to him must be enforced to 
the letter of the law and the Hmit of the 
time. The literal construction of the law 
made punishment an act of vengeance, 
wherein the quality of mercy had little 
part. The more modern idea has softened 
this harshness: Now a prisoner is fre- 
quently released on parole, and his own 
good conduct atts as a surety for his relief 
from further molestation by the officers of 
the law. It is now contended that punish- 
ment should not be a simple instrument of 
vengeance, but that It should have in view 
the reformatory influence on the prisoner, 
and that clemency should be extended 
when there is reason to believe that clem- 
ency has been earned and that the best 
interests are served by its exercise. 

In the case of the escaped convict, An- 
derson, everything goes to prove that un- 
der the process of modern reasoning and 
the application of modern methods he has 
fairly earned his freedom. Apart from the 
one infraction of the prison discipline he 
has lived for ten years according to the 
highest standard that would be set for or 
could be lived up to by a prisoner on 
parole. He has shown that he has re- 
formed as completely as the principle of 
reformatory punishment could _ eract. 
Hence the majesty of the law, justice, 
mercy, or the modern theory of the dispo- 
sition of criminals cannot be promoted by 
bis continued incarceration. He should be 
pardoned. 


TO PUNISH THE PROCURER. 

A bill to define and punish pandering or 
procuring was introduced in the state sen- 
ate a few days ago. Probably there have 
always been in Chicago persons engaged

GASOLINE STORAGE. 

An incident connected with a recent 
troublesome fire in the loop district sug- 
gests the need of great care on the part 
of those who keep on hand large quan- 
tities of gasoline or other inflammable 


oils, , Several firemen were required in 


this instance to keep the flames from ap- 
proaching a 100 gallon tank of gasoline 
which was located in an alleyway. On 
one side of this alley there is a theater 
building and immediately adjoining it is 
a large hotel, while in the closely built 


neighborhood are many buildings liable to. 


be badly damaged by an explosion of 
such a tank. The danger which is al- 
ways present was greatly increased by 
reason of the stubborn fire, which re 
quired the efforts of a large force of fire 
fighters to check. 

The use of gasoline in the automobile 
industry has made the demand for it a 
steady one. The desirability of having it 
near at hand is apparent. But there is a 
natural tendency to forget the dangerous 
qualities of the fluid when it comes into 
such common usa The more this tend- 
ency develops the greater is the need of 
caution in handling It. 

While the automobile season was at its 
height last summer complaint about the 
location of tanks in exposed places was 
not uncommon. It was discovered that 
many of the dealers in the machines had 
constructed tanks on the side of the 
street in front of their places of business. 
The possibility of serious results from 
the storing of large quantities of gasoline 
in such close proximity to business blocks 
was noted by many. 

The city ordinances are specific in their 
description of the conditions under which 
these materials may be stored. They pro- 
vide abundant safeguards. These ordi- 
nances should be enforced in every par- 
ticular, and the dealers should codperate 


with the authorities in their efforts to re- 


duce to a minimum the dangers from 
this source.

MINORS IN DANCE HALLS, 

Springfield, IM., April 24.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—One of the questions to be settlea 
during the brief time that is left of the wan- 
ing session of the fifty-fifth general assembly 
is whether boys and girls shall still continue 
to be allowed to frequent dance halls where 
liquor is sold. Of all conceivable forms of 
selling liquor to minors this is the worst. 
It is the policy of the law that no minor 
shall be allowed to enter a saloon and pur- 
chase strong drink. But whilst this is the 
law, it is a strange lapse that the prohibi- 
tion does not apply to a dance hall, and, in 
"many instances, a dance hall is nothing 
but a greater saloon, carried on, apparently, 
for the set purpose of selling liquor to minors 
under conditions that will be eminently fa- 
vorable to the trade. The heated room, the 
whirling dance, the strange companion- 
ships, the lateness of the hour, the absence 
of parents, all these, with the intoxicating 
cup to cap the climax, almost insure the 
downfall of any young girl who is willing to 
place herself in such conditions. It is use- 
lege to argue that the boys are already wild 
and the girls who are found in dance halls 
are vain, frivolous, and giddy; these are the 
individuals in whom society should be most 
concerned an@ on behalf of its own future 
should be most prompt to interfere.

have been published to the effect thathe was 
at Jamestown as the delegate of the Belgian 
monarch. True, the prince is the old king’s 
only grandson. But he is not on speaking 
terms with his grandfather, has held no in- 


and while in this country is likely to avoid ; 
rather than seek Belgium's diplomatic and 
coneular representatives, and to apply for 
whatever diplomatic or consular assistance 
that he may need to the representatives of 
Austria-Hungary. He regards himself asan 
Austrian, was born in Vienna, was educated 
in Austria, and is an officer of Austrian 
Hussars. Let me add that he is 20 years of 
age, unmarried, and a Roman Catholic.

The prince’s mother is that Princess Louise 
of Belgium whose differences with her father, 
King Leopold, and with her former husband, 
Prince Philip of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, have 


furnished so many chapters to the chronique | 


scandeleuse of the courts of Europe in recent 
years. The marriage. between Princess 
Louise and Prince Philip was sundered by 
divorce a little over a year ago, although both 
are members of the Roman Catholic church. 
Young Prince Leopold sided with his father, 
and likewise shared the latter's oft and pub- 


licly proclaimed opinion that King Leopold- 


had behaved abominably in the entire affair, 
and that his sordid avarice, his entire lack of 
any sense of parental affection, and his 
cyni¢al indifference to public opinion and 
to the obligations of hisnameandrank were 
largely responsible for what was so long 
known as the “ Coburg scandal.” 
Princess Louise’s misfortune was attributa- 
ble to monetary difficulties, which she would 
probably have been spared had her father 
not withheld the fortune that belonged to 
her, and, in fact, young Prince Leopold, 
forced as he is to share the general conviction 
that King Leopold is largely accountable for 
the unhappiness of his tather and mother, 
and for the unenviable notoriety attending 
the various episodes in connection with their 
disputes, cannot be expected to entertain 
kindly sentiments towards the ruler of the 
Belgians. 
> 

Prince Leopold has an only sister, Dorothea 
by name, and married to the German em- 
press’ only brother, Duke Ernest Gunther 
of Schleswig-Holstein.. He is a nephew of 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, a grandson 
of old Princess Clementine, who died about 
three months ago, and through her, there- 
fore, a great-grandson of King Louis Philippe 
of France. On terms of cousinship with most 
of the reigning houses of Europe, and him- 
self the scion of the sovereign family of Saxe- 
Coburg Gotha, he is treated in Austria with 
all the honors due to a royal personage ind, 
in fact, as one of the princes of the blood, 
being subject in civil matters, like the arch- 
dukes and archduchesses of the Hapsburg 
dynasty, to the *“ héfmarschalamt,” or the 
department of the marshal of the imperial 
court. 

At the time of the death ef the late Duke 
Alfred of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, seven years 
ago, a strong movement was started in the 
duchies of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, and like- 
wise elsewhere in Germany, in favor of ex- 
cluding the present duke from the succession 
to the throne, on the ground of his being by 
birth and early education an Englishman 
and a member of the English royal family. 
The party in question selected Prince Leo- 
pold as its candidate, and as next in line of 
succession after the English prin¢ 2a, on the 
ground that he at any rate was noi a Briton 
But Emperor William, who may be described 
as having acted as a second father to the 


> present duke, until he attained his majority, 


championed his cause with such vigor that 
the movement in favor of Prince Leopold's 
proclamation as sovereign of the duchies 
came to naught. 

Of course,. Prince Leopold still remains 
in the line of succession to the throne of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha. But between him and the 
crown there are now the lives of the present 
duke, who is but 23, of his little boy, Prince 
John, only a few montha old, and of the 
sone of the prince of Wales, though they, 
like Prince Arthur of Connaught and his 
father, the duke of Connaught, may waive 
their rights, and prefer life in England as a 
member of its royal family to the circum- 
scribed existence of one of the petty sover- 
eigna of the German empire.

Prince Leopold will be immensely rich on 
the death of his father, Prince Philip, when 
he, following the example of the latter, will 
be compelled to assume the name of Kohary, 
in addition to that of Coburg. This is a con- 
dition of the ownership of the great Kohary 
estates in Hungary. Away back in 1816 
Prince Ferdinand of Coburg, a general in the 
Austrian service, and in straitened circum- 
stances, managed to secure the hand of An- 
tonie Kohary, only child and sole heiress of 
the colossally rich Prince Francis Joseph 
Kohary of Hungary. The old prince, who 
was.a great Hungarian noble, and grand 
master of the court of Budapest, absolutely 
declined to give his girl in marriage to Prince 
Coburg unless the latter undertook that he 
and every other member of the house of Co- 
burg who succeeded to the Kohary estates 
should assume the name and armorial bear- 
ings of the Koharys, in addition to those of 
Saxe-Coburg, so that the name of Kohary 
might be perpetuated for ali time. This 
stipulation has been complied with, and it is 
by reason thereof that Prince Philip of Co- 
burg, owing to hig ownership of the Kohary 
estates, is known as Prince of Coburg-Ko- 
hary. 

Guia to the similarity of the name of 
Kohary to the Magyar rendering of the name 
of Cohen, there are many who have taken it 
for granted that old Prince Kohary, the 
father-in-law of Prince Ferdinand of Coburg, 
was a Jew. But this is not the case. True, 
there are certain Semitic characteristics of 
feature and character apparent in some of 
the members of the Saxe-Coburg family. But 
they are by no means restricted to those 
members of the dynasty that are descended

| department will not be the sole judge under 
the secretary as to whether the food, drink,

ard of purity fixed by law. His uncompromis- 


' ing attitude has caused a flutter among manu- 


facturing interests which they claimed was 
injurious to the trade without any compen- 
satory benefit to the consumer. In the opin- 
ion both of the president and Secretary Wil- 


/ #0n there is no more honest official than Dr. 


Wiley, and his policy has been single to the 
interests of the people. The confidence felt 
in him is shown by his designation as chair- 
man of the board. The members of the board 
are Frederick L/ Dunlap, who has been ap- 
pointed associate chemist of the department 
and placed under civil service rules by a spe- 
clal executive order, and George W. Mc- 
Cabe, solicitor of the department. 

Each of these men wil! be absolutely in- 
dependent of the others in reporting their 
conclusions direct to the secretary. If Dr. 
Wiley and Mr. Dunlap agree and Mr. Mo- 
Cabe finds their conclusion is in accordance 
with the law, then undoubtedly approval will 
be given by the secretary. If, on the other 
hand, there is a difference of opinion, the 
secretary will take the matter up and investi- 
gate it for himself. 


i. 
Wiley’s Enemies Are Glad. 

Undoubtedly the interests and the men 
who have been attacking Dr. Wiley will hail 
the curbing of his authority with great satis- 
faction. For years they have been engaged 
in a systematic campaign against him. In 
every possible way they have sought to dis- 
credit him, making virulent criticisms before 
congressional committees in order to block 
legislation which the agricultural official 
deemed essential. 

It may be said emphatically, however, that 
the action taken in Dr. Wiley’s case was 
not the result of these attacks, but was due 
entirely to the wish of the secretary to 
strengthen the hand of the department, to 
fortify the conclusions of Dr. Wiley himself. 
and to restore confidence among manufac- 
turing interests. The matter is !mportant 
also from -an international point of view. 
The enforcement of the pure food law has 
resuited in shutting out many foreign prod- 
ucts which heretofore have been imported 
in large quantities. The copntries of origin 
have filed protests with the state depart- 
ment, intimating that the judgment of one 
man is not infallible. 

In all his decisions Dr. Wiley has been sup- 
ported by the opinions of subordinate chem- 
ists, but it is conceded that the conclusions 
of a board would have greater weight than 
thoge of One man. Moreover, Secretary Wil- 
son has found it necessary to give his atten- 
tion almost exclusively up to this time to 
the enforcement of the pure food law and 
other features of departmental work have 
been coapelled to suffer in consequence.

Why Board Is Needed. 


“The pure food law,” the secretary said 
today, “touches the food, drink, and drugs of 
ali the people of the country. I have been 
giving it a great deal of personal] attention 
during the last three months, and I began to 
find k was impossible to do justice to the rest 
of the department unless [I made some ar- 
rangement by which decisions could be 
reached regarding each feature of the ques- 
tions raised without going into the details 
myself. ; 

* Last year when the meat inspection law 
was put into operation I consulted certain 
officials of the department, just as the year 
before, when the cotton question was up, I 
named a board to pass upon the conditions 
of the crop. To this day that system is work- 
ing to everybody's satisfaction. It occurred 
to me I had better create a board in con- 
nection with the administration of the pure 
food law, bringing in from the outside an 
expert who had absolutely no connection 
whatever with the past discussion, legislative 
or otherwise, of the pure food questions. 

“ Upon my suggestion the president com- 
municated with the heads of various uni- 
versities, and from the list of chemists they 
supplied Dr. Dunlap, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and of Harvard univer- 
sity, was selected. Dr. Dunlap is directly 
responsible to me. He will have complete 
facilities for inquiry, so that in the future 
we will have two chemists to pass upon the 
purity of our food and drink and drugs. 


~~ 
Keeping Close to the Law. 


“ The solicitor of the department has grown 
up in government service, and I shal! look 
to him to keep the department within hail- 
ing distance of the law. 

“TI am confident the country will appre- 
ciate that every effort is being made by the 
department to get at all the facts without 
prejudice or leanings of any kind. I must 
look at the matter from a broad standpoint. 
The board I have appepter must get the 
facts, and then I apply these facts. I have 
to consider the business as well as the other 
interests of the country. it is up to me to 
see that the manufacturer is not harshly 
dealt with. We must not lie in wait for him, 
as it were, to catch him In tke middle of his 
business. 

“Tf he ts using poison he must stop it at 
once. -If he is using something concerning 
which there is a dispute among chemists we 
must endeavor to ascertain the effect of the 
stuff. Nobody missed his breakfast as a re- 
sult of the enforcement of the meat inspec- 
tion law; nobody was put out of business. 
We are trying to do as well In the enforce- 
ment of the pure food law. The manufac- 
turers themselves are at work enforcing the 
law in thelr respective factories. A large 
percentage of our business men are honest 
and are anxious to have an honest pure food 
law intelligently administered. So I have 
no question In my own mind that tn five or six 
months the great majority of articles cov- 
éread by the law will be labeled | properly and 
sold for exactly what — are.” 


Naming the Inspectors. 

Within a couple of weeks the civil service 
commission expects to certify to the secre- 
tary a number of men who have passed the 
examination for appointment as pure food 
inspectors. These men will be distributrd 
throughout the country. Under an agree- 
ment reached by the secretaries of agri- 
culture and war, the commissary officers of 
the army will codperate with these inspect- 
ors in the enforcement of the pure food law. 
just as they are codperating with government 
agents in the enforcement of the meat in- 
spection law. 

Secrétary Wilson has not yet received any 
complaint from the Kansas board of health 
that sulphur dioxide gas is being used by 
packers in preserving meats. This gas Is 
a poison, and its use is prohibited by a de- 
partmental order. The Kansas boaré of 
health will be notified of the department's 
attitude if it should apply for information. 

Secretary Wilson has decided to go to Chi- 
cago in the course of ten days and confer 
with the superintendents of all the packing 
houses, to ascertain the condition of their 
houses, how they regard the meat Inspection 
law as operating, and what modifications, if 
any, should be made in the rules in order 
to get better resulis.

Theodore Driesser’s Chicago Ro-

OW THAT the superfluous resentment 
awakened by Dr. William L Thomas’ 
“SEM AND SOCIETY” has died 
down, and the public in general, and 
women in particular, have spent their 

irritation, it is a pleasure to turn to these 
“studies in the social psychology of sex,” 

as thé author designated them, and to quietly 
satan their import. The biological and 
historical character of the first four chapters 
bears witness to the thoroughness with which 
Dr. Thomas has approached his subject. Here 
ig matter gathered from many sources, and 
succinctly presented in terms so clear and 
so simple that the most untrained as well as 
the most studious will be induced to read 
these careful pages. ‘ Organic Differences 
in the Sexes,” ‘Sex and Primitive Social 
Control,” “Sex and Social Feeling,” “ Sex 
and Primitive Industry,” and “Sex and 
Primitive Morality " awaken unquestioning 
interest. Here ts the curious, involved his- 
tory of the human race followed step by 
step. Here are the sexes set over against 
one another—here is dispassionately reviewed 
that curious and inevitable warfare between 
the masculine and the feminine portions of 
humanity—a warfare as characteristic as is 
the attraction which they have for 6 
other. 

But even in these preparatory eer Gi 
if one may venture so to denominate them— 
are evidences of the postulate which has 
given offense to many women, and which 
has awakened Interest extraordinary. “ There 
is,”" gays the author, “a point of difference 
in application of standards of morality in 
men and women. Morality as applied to men 
has a larger element of the contractural, 
representing the adjustment of his activities 
to those of society at large, or more par- 
ticularly to the activities of the male mem- 
bers of society; while the morality which we 
think of in women shows less of the con- 
tractural and more of the personal, repre- 
senting her adjustment to men, more par- 
ticularly the adjustment of her person to

In the chapters that follow, “The 
Psychology of Exogamy” and ™The 
Psychology of Modesty and Clothing,” Dr. 
Thomas approaches by degrees the intensely 
interesting conclusions expressed in the two 
chapters around which discussion has cen- 
tered, * The Adventitious Character of Wom- 
an’ and “The Mind of Woman and the 
Lower Races."" While there is felt in these 
chapters the cumulative effects of much 
reading, and while it was inevitable that the 
ideas of Schopenhauer, Rousseau, Nietzsche, 
Weininger, and “others must have had their 
influence, yet the benevolence, so to speak, 
of Dr. Thomas’ views bears evidence to the 
philosophic quality of his mind. That scorn 
which Schopenhauer evidenced, that mad in- 
toberance of Nietzsche, that inexpressible bit- 
terness of the demonic Weininger, that 
curious, brilliant half-knowledge of Rous- 
seau, seem mean and ignoble when set over 
against the unimpassioned statements of this 
contemporary student of the problem of sex. 

Not to follow his argumeni step by step it 
will suffice to say that Dr. Thomas concludes 
that the pesition of women ia less lacking in 
reality as civilization advances. Her indus- 
trial position decreases in importance with 
the growing activity, ambition, pride of sex, 
and ability of men. 

“The American woman of the better 
classes," he says, “ has superior rights and 
no duties, and yet she is worrying herself to 
death—not over specific troubles but because 
she has lost her connection with reality. 
Many women, more intelligent and ener- 
getic than their husbands.and brothers, have 
no more serious occupation than to play the 
house cat, with or without ornament. It 
is a wonder that more of them do not lose 
their minds; and that more of them do not 
break with the system entirely is due solely 
to the inhibitive effects of eafly habit and 


suggestion.” 


He remarks: ‘*‘ The world of modern in- 
tellectual life is in reality a white man’s 
world, Few women and perhaps no blacks 
have ever entered this world in ita fullest 
sense. To enter it in its fullest sense woul? 
be to be in tt at every moment from the time 
of birth to the time of death, and to absorb ‘¢ 
unconsciously as a child absorbs language. 
When something Uke this happens, we shal! 
be In @ position to judge of the ments 
efficiency of woman and the lower races.” 

With unfeigned sympathy with the situa- 
tion, he says: “ The remedy for the irregu- 
larity, pettiness, fll health, and uneervice- 
ableness of modern woman seems to lie along 
educational! lines. Not in general and cultural 
education alone, but in a special and occu- 
pational interest for women, married and un- 
married. Thie should be preferably gainful, 
though not onerous nor incessant. It should. 
in fact, be a play interest In the sense that the 
interest of every artist and éraftsman who 
loves his work and functions through !t te 
a play tnterest. Normal life without norma! 
stimulation anewering to the nature of the 
nervous organization seems best supplied by 
interesting forme of work.” 

It has been said that “Sex and Society ” 
arouses the opposition of women. This is, to 
am extent, the case. But this opposition has 
been felt chiefly by the women who have read 
only the excerpte from the book, published in 
the newspapers or elsewhere, and who, tak- 
Ing these quotations without their context, 
have imagined themselves t@ be unfairly 
treated. Those who have read the book in an 
open spirit admit the profound truth of Dr. 
Thomas’ conclusions, and are grateful for the 
practical suggeetion he has made. Indeed, 
the last few years have developed among 
women of leisure a keen awakening to the 
casual nature of their position tn society. By 
the thousand they have undertaken handi- 
crafts or artistic activities. With slight en- 
couragement. thousands more will mitigate 
the monotony of their lives tn some remark- 
able way. The perplexed woman of over 40 
with her children grown, her abilities at their 
full, rich in experience, and eager for pereon- 
al expression, wil! find avocations of one sort 
and another. Were she to devote herself to 
the realm of esthetics, taking up not only 
house decoration, costume designing, mura) 
decoration, etcetera, but also architecture 
and landscape gardening. she would find a 
realm im which to work. Experte in these 
lines nee4 not object that these occupations 
require the study of a lifetime. I fs eum- 
cient to reply thet with feminine Interest 
aroused tn there directions Ameran towns 
and homes might lose the crude and vulgar 
characteristics which now make our villages 
and cities the deepair of cultivated foreign- 
ers. Tt remains, however. for othersto make 
suggestions. Im regard to “Sex amd So- 
ciety,” the wormen who read It will find tt to 
be one of the most logical, informing, and 
sympathetic books ever written about their 
much discussed sex.

the name of Theodore Driesser. Seven 

years ago. when the late Frank Norris 
was reading manuscripts for Doubleday, 
Page & Co., hé read “ Sister Carrie” ang 
recommended Its publication. Other readers 
for the house read it and also recommended 
its spublication. It was accepted, put into 
type, and duly copyrighted. Then the wifs 
of one of the members of the firm read it 
and condemned it. It was not, in her estima. 
tion, fit to print. It had, however, been ag. 
cepted, and uot only that but 500 copies had 
been printed and bound, and the Englign 
rights had been disposed of. So for copy. 
right purposes there was a formal publica. 
tion made, but the book was not allowed te 
appear. Copies were sent to a few well 
known writers, all of whom praised its cley- 


erness, and praised some of Its other quajt. , 


ties. It was published in London and highly 
spoken of by the best reviewers, but it never 
was really published in this country. In the 
meantime Miss Flo Mai Holly, who acts as 
authors’ agent, had seen a copy of the book, 
read it, and thought it too striking a per 
formance to go unknown In its own country, 
She took it to a young publishing firm, BE. W. 
Dodge & Co., and arrangements were made 
by which Mr. Dodge mught the plates and 
the few copies on hand from Messrs. Double 
day, Page & Co. So 6n the course of a few 
days the book will be regularly launched 
upon the American market. 


I can readily understand why the wife ofa 
member of the firm of Doubleday, Page & 
Co., or any other firm, might object to “ Sig. 
ter Carrie,"" but for my part I would rather 
be the publisner of “ Sister Carrie “ than of 
Mr. Dixon's novels or Mr. Lawson's “ Friday 
the Thirteenth.” “ Sister Carrie” is strong 
meat. It is just the sort of a story that 
I should think would have impressed Mr. 
Frank Norris. He liked realism, and he 
liked his realism strong. Stephen Crane pub 
lished stories which were greatly admired 
by men of refinement, but which, to my 
mind, were much coarser than “ Sister Carn 
rie,” I don’t say that I would have pub- 
lished this book, if I were a publisher, but I 
do say that 1 would rather have published it 
than the ones mentioned. *This is sincere, at 
least. The author is writing from conviction, 

The scene of “ Sister Carrie " Is laid tn Chi- 
cago, but it is not the Chicago of fashion or 
the Chicago of Bohemia. It ts the plain, 
workaday Chicago, with nothing particularly 
inspiring. Nothing more or less than the 
story of a girl of the“ plain people ” who fell 
among men of her own class, who saw little 
of the beauty of the world but much of its 
pain and sordidness.

Wortley Montagu. It is written by an Eng~ 
ish woman, whose pseudonym is “ George 
Past6n,” who has been able to get hold of « 
lot of unpublished letters written by Lady 
Mary, and who also has made a careful study 
of her time.

WHEAT PRICES SOAR ON HEAVY 
-_AND GENERAL BUYING. 


| Centinued Drought and Killing Frosts 
An Kansas, Marked Strength in 
‘Foreign Markets, and Further 
Large Exports Sales Are Foremost 
Among Stimulating Influences— 
Shorts Seramble to Cover—Coarser 
Cereals Join in Upturn, 


The wheat pit yesterday was the scene of 
an. old fashioned roaring bull market, prices 
soaring to pronounced advances and general 
business, professional and nonprofessional, 
expanding to unusually large proportions. 
Whatever efforts the bears made to check 
the flight appeared insignificant in the wild 
scramble to buy. Theré were -occasional 
halts.in the upturn and a few slight reactions, 
but they resulted more from the pocketing of 
handsome profits than from any attempt to 
press the market. Almost everything in the 
way of news favored the market optimists. 
Drought continued un@roken in Kansas and 
other thirsty parts of the southwest, killing 
frosts were reported from many sections, 
“ bugs.’ continued on their long rampage, 
foreign markets displayed much ‘strength, 
European and domestic inquiry for wheat 
wae snappy, and there was nothing in the 
official. forecast to indicate relief for the 
crusty, dusty southwest. 

Final prices were 80%c for May, 88%@%c 
for July, 85@85\%%c for September, and 865¢c 
for December, net advances of 1%c, 1%@2c, 
14G2c, and l%c respectively.

Big Rush to Buy at Opening. 

The start in the wheat market witnessed 
a wild rush to buy and prices shot up rapidly, 
an advance of ic over the previous close be- 
ing shown within afew minutes. Shorts cov- 
- ered on a large scale and bulls who indulged 

im realizing sales the day before were active 
in the reinstating of their lines. Some of the 
prominent commission houses declared that 
their-outside business was the best in many 
weeks, with many buying orders coming 
from the sections of the southwest that have 
been. complaining of crop conditions. The 
map showed practically no moisture over 
night in Kansas, whose hopes the day be- 
fore were heightened by the weather man, 
but, instead, there was a big fall in tempera- 
tures; frosts of the killing variety being re- 
ported from many regions. The disastrous 
jambouree of the “green bugs’’ continued 
unabated, and the volume of damage advices 
was exceptionally bulky,, indicating that 
wheat was going back at an alarming rate 
in the heart of Kansae and in other import- 
ant producing sections of the southwest.

Notwithstanding the fact that the market- 
ing of hogs in the west last year was the 
largest on record, being 657,000, or 4% per 


for the current season promises to be at 
least 5 per cent in excess of 1906. The de- 
partment of agriculture on Jan. 1 gave the 
total number of hogs as 54,794,000, or 99.5 
per cent of the number the corresponding 
date in 1906, while the April 1 report gave 
the e#timated number of breeding sows at 
104.9 per cent. Moreover, the indications 
are that weather conditions have been much 
more favorable for young pigs this spring 
than a yedr ago, when the mortality was 
very high.= Special investigations by the 
Cincinnati Price Current regarding the ex- 
pected receipts at the different packing cen- 
ters, indi¢ate that the marketing previous 
to Nov. 1 this year, will aggregate at least 
5 per cent more than for the same period 
a year ago. The correspondents estimate 
that Ohio will have 105 per cent, as com- 
pared to last year; Indiana, 105 per cent; 
lllinois; 107 per cent; Towa, 108 per cent; 
Missouri, 102 per cent; Kansas, 103; and Ne- 
braske,. 102 per cent. It is also pointed out 
that calculations usually made at this time 
are under rather than over estimates. The 
favorable conditions under which swine have 
been raised this year, together with the profit 
which has accrued from hog raising the last 
few years, are factors which favor fullness 
of production. .
